Once you ve made your decision of where to go to college, your next step is to decide where to live. 
There are really only three options as a freshman at U MR: you can live with family if you have some in the area, 
you can live in the dorms, or you can live in a Greek house.

2000 Season Results

Seven members of the University of Missouri-Rolla football team received honorable mention status for 
the recently completed 2000 season on the all-conference team that was released today by the Mid- 
America Intercollegiate Athletics Association. 

The offensive players named to the all-league team as honorable mention selections were running backs 
Ken Okwuonu and Brad Clarke , and offensive linemen Chris White and Art Williams. 

On defense, the Miners were represented by defensive end Emmanuel Okwuonu and free safety Drew 
Bullocks. In addition, punter Dustin Penn was also selected as an honorable mention pick. 

Ken Okwuonu, a junior led the Miners in rushing for the second year in a row as he finished the year with 
835 yards on 243 carries and seven touchdowns. In the process, he moved into second place on the all- 
time rushing list at UMR with 2,248 yards and was fifth in the MIAA in rushing for the 2000 season. 

He was able to gain those yards thanks to the blocking efforts of Clarke at fullback as well as White and 
Williams up front. Clarke also finished as the Miners’ second-leading rusher with 193 yards on 50 carries. 
All three players were seniors in the 2000 season. 

Bullocks led the Miners in tackles with 1 10 and was among the MIAA leaders in that category for the 
season from his free safety position. He also had two interceptions, two fumble recoveries and nine pass 
breakups during the year. Emmanuel Okwuonu, meanwhile, finished with 32 tackles, including a team-high 
11 for a loss. He also had three fumble recoveries and two quarterback sacks. 

Penn was fourth in the MIAA in punting as he averaged 38.5 yards a punt on 8 1 attempts. He also had 1 5 
punts that were downed inside the opponents’ 20-yard line during the season. 

The Miners finished the 2000 season with a record of 2-9

Miner Footbatt Snaps Losing Streak 

In the first game of the 2000 season the UMR 
football team snapped a 22-game losing streak 
that spanned two seasons. The Miners de- 
feated the Wildcats of Kentucky Wesleyan 35- 
28 in the Miners’ home opener to end the losing 
streak. The Miners did not only beat a tough 
Kentucky Wesleyan team; they overcame the 
pressure of the losing streak and were able to 
come out on top. 

The Wildcats were the first to score in the 
bout, but the Miners soon chalked up a touch- 
down midway through the first quarter. Junior 
running back Ken Okwuonu scored the first 
Miner touchdown of the season on a 1 9-yard 
run that tied the game at 7-7. This score held 
until the third quarter when Okwuonu scored on 
a 34-yard run. his second of three touchdowns. 
Late in the third quarter, Okwuonu scored his 
final touchdown of the game on a 33-yard run. 

Early in the fourth quarter, red-shirt fresh- 
men quarterback Jason Siller scored on a nine 
yard run, stretching the Miner lead to 28- 1 4. 
Red-shirt freshman quarterback Scott Brown 
connected with wide receiver Sam Petty, on a 
64-yard touchdown pass that gave UM R a 
two-touchdown lead that would eventually 
topple the Wildcats. Despite two Wildcat 
touchdowns in the fourth quarter, the Miners 
held on to their lead for a final score of 35-28. 

Despite the near-record temperature of 1 00 
degrees, the Miners' Ken Okwuonu was only 
one yard short of his personal best, rushing for 
2 1 1 yards on the day with three touchdowns. 

The Miners were fueled by their defense, which 
intercepted three passes and had five sacks on 
the day. Jason Elrod's eight tackles led the way 
as the Miners held the Wildcats to 1 74 yards on 
the ground. Key interceptions by junior Drew 
Bullocks and sophomore Bryan Johnson broke 
up the offensive flow of KWU, and helped 
ensure the victory.

The Lady Miner's Soccer team ended their season with good news. Not only did the 
Lady Miners finish the year with a second straight shutout, a 2-0 win over Missouri Southern, 
they finished with a winning record for the fourth year in a row at 9-8 and at 3-2 in the Mid- 
America Intercollegiate Athletics Association. That conference record got the Lady Miners a 
share of second place in the MI A A, thanks to Northwest Missouri State’s win over Central 
Missouri State which guaranteed them a piece of second place with a 3-2 league record. Not 
only that, they also saw three members placed on the All-MIAA First Team. The trio senior 
forward Denise McMillan (Granite City, 111.), senior defender Connie Meyers (Granite City, III.)

The honorable mention selections for UMR 
went to sophomore goalkeeper Ana Mora (Lenexa, Kan./St. Thomas Aquinas), sophomore 
midfielder Kacey Morris (Florissant, Mo./Incamate Word) and freshman midfielder Barb Por- 
ter (Mission, Kan./Shawnee Mission North). 

The team was not only rewarded for their work on the field but also in the classroom as 
they earned all-academic honors from the National Soccer Coaches Association of America for 
the 2000 season. The women’s team had a cumulative grade point average of 3.20. Denise 
McMillan (Granite City, III.) was selected to the third team all-North Central district squad for 
her work in the classroom.

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Men’s Hoops 


UMR men’s basketball fans had something to talk about 
at the end of the season. The team sported a 5-2 1 win-loss 
record, as well as also sporting the top two rebounders 
and scorers in the Ml AA, a feat that may never have been 
duplicated by any other team in NCAA history. The top 
rebounders were Brian Westre and Bob Tebbe, with 7.8 
and 7.7 rebounds per game. Westre also was the second 
best scorer in the MIAA with 19.5 points per game. He 
was second only to teammate Kasim Withers who had 
20.6 points per game. 

After a season that saw it’s ups and downs the 
Miners were greeted on April 1 1 with national letteft of 
intent from Josh Shaw, a 6-8, 2 1 0-pound forward-center 
from Centralia, III., and Blake Allen, a 6-8, 2 1 0-pound for- 
ward from Florissant, Missouri. Shaw was a third-team all- 
state selection at Centralia High School, where he was the 
team's leading scorer and rebounder during the 2000-01 
season. He averaged 19 points, six rebounds, two assists 
and two steals per game last season for a team that fin- 
ished with a 24-4 record. He is also ranked sixth in his 
academic class and plans to major in engineering at UMR. 
Shaw was the most valuable player of the South Seven 
Conference last year and was also the most valuable player 
in a number of events during the season, including the 
Quincy Thanksgiving Tournament, Salem (111.) Tournament 
and the South Seven Players Shootout. 

Allen, who played at Hazelwood Central High 
School, averaged 5.7 points and 3.2 rebounds per game 
during the 2000-0 1 season when the Hawks finished 13-13 
and in a tie for third place in the Suburban North Confer- 
ence. Allen shot 62.9 percent from the field and 78.6 per- 
cent from the free throw line, while blocking 24 shots in 23 
games. As a junior, Allen, who also plans to major in engi- 
neering at UMR, averaged 8.9 points, 7.1 rebounds and 
2.7 blocked shots per game. He was the Suburban North 
leader in blocked shots that season and also ranked among 
the league leaders in rebounding and free throw percent- 
age at 73.3 percent. He made 55.2 percent of his field goal 
attempts that season. Allen also played on the varsity 
level as a sophomore, averaging just over two points per 
game. 

The Miners look to improve upon last year with 
the addition of these two players to team and the 
university.

Going For The Green 


After a disappointing 1 999-2000 season, the UMR Miner Golf Team had high hopes for this year’s season. The season 
began on September 1 8 with a tenth place finish in a field of ten at the Southwest Baptist Tournament in Bolivar, Missouri. 
The next week the team bounced back with a 1 6 lh place finish out of 23 teams at the District V Tournament, in Detroit 
Lakes, Minnesota. Senior Mike Essenpreis led the Miners with a one-over-par 145 in the two-day event, which placed him 
fourth overall in the tournament. 

One of the most impressive scores posted this season was from freshmen Matt Arts, who earned medallist honors with 
an even-par 144 at the Pitt State Invitational. Arts is the first Miner to earn medallist honors at this tournament. Overall, the 
team finished in fourth place out of eleven teams in the invitational, one of their best finishes on the year. To end the fall 
season, the Miners had the pleasure of playing in the rain for the first day of the Drury Classic in Springfield, Missouri. The 
team finished in 12 ,h place out of 21 teams and was led by Mike Essenpreis and Andy Laegeler, with 156 and 160, 
respectively. 

The spring season started with a tournament at Central Missouri State in Warrensburg, Missouri. The weather was cold 
and windy for the tournament, which affected every ones’ scores. The 2000-2001 season was wrapped up at the Ml A A 
Championships at Silo Ridge Golf Course in Bolivar, Missouri. The Miners shot some of their best rounds and were led by 
Essenpreis with a 1 55 on both days, just two strokes out of the top ten for the tournament.

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The M iner basebal 1 team posted a very respectable record in the 200 1 
season. The squad ended the season at 2 1 - 19 overall, with a 15-13 MIAA 
conference record. Throughout the season, the Miners did not have any remark- 
ably long winning or losing streaks. A four game winning streak in March was the 
longest streak all season. Oddly, the longest losing streak (4 games) was also 
posted in March. The Miners had even or winning records against nearly every 
team in the MIAA conference. At home, the Miners finished with a 1 0 - 1 0 record. 

Not only did the team perform well, some of the players posted impressive 
individual statistics. Kyle Bruemmer and Brian Kevec batted 440 and 405 respec- 
tively. David Coit, Vince Sanvi and Brad Barton all batted over 300 on the season. 

Bruemmer posted a .5 1 4 on-base-percentage, with Kevec, Coit, Sanvi, and Barton 
close behind with numbers over 0.400. 

Brad Barton had the most runs scored and the most homeruns (7). Kyle 
Bruemmer led the team with the most hits (55) and the most RBI’s (45). Clint Moss 
successfully stole 8 bases on 1 0 attemps. 

The top Miners on the mound included players like Scott Swiezynski (4.67 
ERA) and Tim Champ (5.20 ERA). Gabe Converse had the most wins with 8, while 
Tim Champ struck out the most batters (54 strike-outs). Nathan England leads the 
pack with 7 hit batters.

Nathan Wojtkiewicz (Overland Park, Kan./Shawnee Mission North), a member of the University of Missouri-Rolla men’s soccer 
team, and Jackie Kelble (Lenexa, Kan./Shawnee Mission Northwest), who competed on UMR women's basketball and track and field squads, 
were named as the recipients of the 200 1 Gale Bullman Awards at the M- Club awards banquet held today on campus. 

The Bullman Award, named for the university's former director of athletics and football coach, is the most prestigious award given 
to a UMR student-athlete. It is traditionally given to a senior athlete who has displayed outstanding character and excelled both on the playing 
field and in the classroom. 

Wojtkiewicz completed his playing career this season as the all-time scoring leader at UMR with 37 goals and 89 points. He also 
ranked fifth in career assists with 1 5 and led the team in scoring for the third consecutive year with 10 goals and 23 points. He had five 
multiple-goal games this season and 1 0 in his career. 

In addition, he was named to the Academic All-America third-team (and first-team all- region) squad by the National Soccer Coaches 
Association of America. He is also a member of the MIAA Commissioner's Academic Honor Roll for the third straight year. He is majoring in 
engineering management at UMR. 

Kelble, who won All-America honors in track in 1 999 in the javelin throw, has been a four- time all-MIAA performer in that sport. 
She finished fourth at the MIAA Championships in that event and has finished as high as second in that event in the conference meet. Her 
throw of 1 50-feet, six-inches at the 1 999 NCAA Division II Championships earned her a sixth- place finish and made her the first member 
of the women’s track and field team to earn All- America honors. 

In basketball, Kelble averaged 1 5 points and 4.9 rebounds a game for the Lady Miners last season as she was named to the All-MIAA 
second team. She was ranked sixth in the MIAA in scoring and also shot 47.6 percent (fifth in MIAA) from the field and 79 percent at the free 
throw line (fourth). In addition, she became the 1 1th player in school history to score 1,000 career points and finished with 1,098 points, 
good for seventh on the all-time list. 

Kelble, who is also majoring in engineering management, was named to the Verizon District VII academic all-region first team at the end of 
the 2000-0 1 season and is a three-time member of the MIAA Commissioner’s Academic Honor Roll in both basketball and track. She has also 
been a member of the MlAA’s All-Academic team on two occasions and was also an academic all-district selection in track last year.

With 
these improvements, the team is preparing for another successful racing season, sched- 
uled to begin in May 2001 with the Formula Sun Grand Prix in Kansas City, MO. This 
is a three-day track race that will qualify the team for the American Solar Challenge, a 
road race in July 2001, taking teams from Chicago to Los Angeles, following Route 66. 
Rolla will serve as one of the two official stage points during the race. Assuming funding 
comes through, the team also plans to return to Australia to compete in the 200 1 World 
Solar Challenge. Through hard work and dedication, the team hopes to repeat a win- 
ning season in 2001.

Dr. Beverly Bowen Moeller, whose husband graduated from 
UMR with a degree in metallurgy, recently gave the department $60,000 to purchase furniture and equipment for a writing studio. The 
studio allows students to hold tutoring sessions, workshops, and meetings, as well as offices for faculty. 

Alumni Marylou Wade Legsdin and her husband Pete have donated funds to establish six scholarships to aid non-traditional 
students pursuing a degree. While at UMR, no scholarships were available in English to Ms. Legsdin. 

Each year in April, the department releases a literary magazine, Southwinds. The magazine contains poetry, fiction, essays, 
artwork, and photography submitted by students. 

The department offers several minors in English for those interested in expanding their literary skills. They include the 
Literature Minor, the Literature and Film Minor, the Literature and Science Minor, the Technical Writing Minor, and the Writing Minor.

During the past year the Chemistry Department saw the retirement of Drs. Donald Beistel, Gary Bertrand, Louis Biolsi, Oliver 
Manuel, B. Ken Robertson, and James Stoffer. The department also welcomed Drs. Yinfa Ma and V. Prakash Reddy. Dr. William Yelon 
was a new Research Professor and Dr. Fernande Grandjean was a new Adjunct Professor. Even with all the comings and goings inside 
the department, research continued. Dr. Yinfa Ma’s current research involves determination of pteridine derivatives in urine samples for 
precancer screening by using high performance capillary electrophoresis with laser induced fluorescence detection. He has other 
projects dealing with DNA sequencing and glycoprotein analysis. Dr. Frank Blum’s research group is studying the properties of very thin 
polymer films with nuclear magnetic resonance (NMR) spectroscopy and differential scanning calorimetry. Polymer thin films are 
applied in many fields including electronics. They find that the properties of these thin films can be different than those in bulk. Dr. 
Gary Long’s research involves the synthesis and study of the electronic and structural properties of transition metal complexes and solid 
state materials by using infrared electronic and Mossbauer spectroscopy, x-ray and neutron diffraction methods and low temperature 
magnetic susceptibility techniques, the study of the electron density distributions in transition metal complexes and organometallic 
clusters; the study of hard permanent magnetic materials. Dr. Thomas Schuman’s research group is investigating non-chrome corrosion 
inhibitors that are polyaniline and cerium based funded through industrial and government sources, respectively. They are also working 
on next generation inkjet paper coatings for cost efficient, durable, water resistant, and glossy color printing. The general chemistry 
labs were renovated within the last year. The department also has new X-ray diffraction labs and a new modulated differential scanning 
calorimeter. 

The department did not see a lack of funding this year. Dr. Nuran Ercal’s National Institute of Health grant supports studies 
of the therapeutic role of enantiomers of natural antioxidants in lead poisoning. Dr. Clifton Merrow’s Army grant supports preliminary 
testing of a chemical hyperspectral imaging sensor. Curators’ Professor Frank Blum’s National Science Foundation grant supports 
studies of segmental dynamics of surface-bound polymers. Dr. William James’s National Science Foundation grant supports studies of 
synthesis and characterization of rare earth3 D transition metal magnet alloy. Dr. Shubhender Kapila and Virgil Flanigan’s US Army 
grant supports research in mine detection and neutralization systems. The Castleman/FCR Mo endowed Professor of Discovery in 
Chemistry Jay Switzer's National Science Foundation grant that supports nanophase inorganic materials chemistry. Dr. Philip Whitefield’s 
grants, including those funded by NASA, Air Force, Department of Energy, Deposition Research Laboratory Inc., University of Dayton, 
and McDonnell Douglas, support research focussing on chemical, physical and engineering issues associated with fundamental atmo- 
spheric science and atmospheric pollution. Dr. James 0. Stoffer and Thomas Schuman’s Caterpillar grant supports research in polyaniline 
conductive coating, and their Hewlett Packard Corporation grant supports research in binder/resin interactions for printed substrates. 

The revamping of the analytical and physical chemistry courses to better meet the needs of engineering students continued. 
New degree programs in chemistry are still in the approval stages. The best thing about the department is the 5:1 ratio of students to 
faculty in our department allows students to receive individual attention and the opportunity to perform meaningful undergraduate 
research throughout their bachelor’s program. Also the department has an international reputation in Coatings (including paint, 
polymers and formulations). - by Matt Schlegel

The Department of Mechanical and Aerospace Engineering and Engineering Mechanics (MAEEM) definitely has change 
coming in the future. Some new faces will be seen in the faculty area as a significant number of the faculty is retiring under a voluntary 
early retirement program. Not only will there be new faculty, but there may be some changes made to the department's buildings. The 
MAEEM Department has received funding to begin planning major renovation to the buildings. 

The department currently has 37 full-time faculty members teaching 5 1 0 undergraduate students and 1 22 graduate stu- 
dents. The MAEEM Department offers a Bachelor of Science degree in mechanical or aerospace engineering and Master of Science and 
Doctor of Philosophy degrees in mechanical engineering, aerospace engineering, and engineering mechanics. 

Students have an excellent opportunity to get involved in the department through organizations such as: American Society 
for Mechanical Engineers, American Institute of Aeronautics and Astronautics, Society of Manufacturing Engineers, American Society 
of Heating, Refrigeration, and Air Conditioning Engineers, Society of Women Engineers, Pi Tau Sigma, Tau Beta Pi, Formula SAE, and 
the Solar Car. Another possibility for involvement is through research. The students can conduct research with faculty in diverse and 
emerging areas like: Design and Manufacturing, Dynamics and Controls, Energy Conversion and HVAC, Fluid Mechanics and 
Aerodynamics, Heat Transfer and Thermophysics, and Materials and Structures. These studies are sponsored by industrial, federal and 
state agencies. 

According to Professor Ashok Midha, department chair, the department has a goal of providing students with an environ- 
ment to gain experience in leadership, teamwork, creativity, communication, and hands-on activities to guide them to professional 
success in the workplace. In order to achieve this goal, some learning facilities are available such as: a techshop with four faculty
